Ladue said the Yalem jewels |

The basic idea of the founders 
of the Common Market, as the 
name implies, is for goods to 
move as freely from Italy to Bel- 
gium as they now move among 
the 50 states of the United States.

The purpose of this annual con- 
test, sponsored jointly by the 
National Restaurant Association 
and the Wheat Flour Institute, 
is to draw original sandwich 
recipes from experienced per- 
sonnel] in the quantity food serv- 
ice industry, and convert them 
into family-size recipes which 
will be useful to the homemaker. 
Now in its sixth year, the sand- 
wich search has brought to light 
a variety of combinations which 
have proved to be favorites in 
many households. 

Certainly the average home- 
maker is receptive to new ideas 
for sandwiches which can 
streamline meal preparation 
these hot days. The soup-and- 
sandwich, or sandwich-and-salad 
meal can be appetizing and 
satisfying. In a small neat pack- 
age, the sandwich is nutrition- 
ally able to fulfill a good share 
of the recommended daily diet- 
ary needs. All of which adds up 
to the fact that you need have 
no feelings of guilt about plan- 
ning your meals around these 
simply prepared ‘main dishes” 
between two slices of bread. 

The top winner was a roast 
beef sandwich with French and 
Italian accents; it was created 
by Miss Winifred Ayers, assistant 
director of food: service for Pres- 
byterian-St. Luke’s Hospital in 
Chicago.

The congress is scheduled to 
open Oct. 17 in Moscow. It is

While Khrushchev’s new party 
program theoretically applies 
only to the Soviet Union, he 
already is engaged in an effort 
to line up Communist states and 
big Communist parties behind 
his program. He is also encour- 
aging Communist parties to hold 
party congresses and adopt new 
programs modeled generally 
along the lines of the one drafted 
for the Soviet. party. 

The Soviet program, strongly 
backed by Khrushchev, is de- 
signed to make him the No. 1 
ideological figure in the Com- 
munist world, it is believed. He 
seeks to rally as many Com- 
munist parties as possible to 
the Moscow side of the argu- 
ment with Peiping. 


KHRUSHCHEYV is participat- 
ing heavily in this campaign. 
He met with a stream of hig 
foreign Communist dignitaries in 
his semi-vacation at Sochi on 
the Black sea. The most recent 
visitors were Maurice Thorez, 
the French Communist leader 
who has leaned strongly to the 
Chinese side, and Todor Zhiv- 
kov, the Bulgarian Communist 
leader. Bulgaria also tended to 
show sympathy for Peiping. 

A comparison of Khrushchev’s 
new progranr with the general 
Chinese position domestically 
and internationally discloses that 
Moscow has, in effect, chal- 
lenged the Chinese to battle. 

In international affairs, the 
new Soviet declaration heavily 
emphasizes the ability of the 
world to live in peace and avoid 
thermonuclear war.

Khrushchev’s communism is 
painted in opulent tones of pros- 
perity — individual homes and 
apartments, an abundance of 
leisure time. The Chinese va- 
riety is one of puritan austerity. 

It is not deemed likely by 
Soviet affairs specialists that the 
Chinese general press will pub- 
lish the text of the Soviet pro- 
gram, although presumably it 
will be published in Chinese 
ideological journals for study by 
party figures. 

THE GAP IN DETAIL, ap 
proach, ideology and psychology 
between the Soviet and Chinese 
approaches to their social goals 
is not expected to be closed. 

The Soviet program contained 
only one sop to the Chinese. 
This was a strong attack on 
Yugoslav revisionism. The Chi- 
nese have held consistently that 
Titoism is the chief inner threat 
to the Communist movement. 
Moscow has tended to ignore 
this danger. However, the new 
Soviet program contained a pas- 
sage reminiscent of Peiping’s de- 
nunciation of Belgrade. 

Khrushchev’s campaigning for 
his program is not, it appears, 
to be cqgfined to lobbying among 
foreign Communist delegations. 
He called also for radical 
changes and shape-ups in the 
Soviet Communist party and gov- 
ernment structure — shake-ups 
that »would tend to oust en- 
trenched party and government 
bureaucrats, not a few of whom 
are known long to have held 
out against many of Khrush- 
chev’s policies.

You should recall the efforts the 
last Nazi government (after Hitler's 
death) made to surrender condition- 
ally to the West, so that the war 
could be continued on the eastern 
front, and thus keep the Reds out 
of Berlin if possible, or at least 
keep them from overrunning much 
of Germany. They even tried to 
interest the West in joining them 
against the Russians. 

I for one believe this idea had 
many sympathetic backers on the 
Western side, especially among the 
British, who had long advocated 
beating the Russians to Berlin if at 
all possible 

I spent eight years in Europe (be- 
hind the Iron Curtain) after the war, 
and hundreds of Europeans predict- 
ed to me that the method of divid- 
ing up Germany and Berlin between 
the Western Allies and Russia could 
only eventually lead to war. I first 
heard the warning in 1945, and Eu- 
ropeans still voice the same belief 
to me in letters, etc. So if Hitler 
did not actually predict this, cer- 
tainly Goering and other Nazis did. 

Your writer’s assertion that we 
need to halt the arms race, to agree 
on disarmament, et cetera, is child- 
‘ish and laughable. The Reds have 
no intention to permit any disarma- 
ment which would render them in- 
capable of aggression in the future, 
or of safely holding their satellites 
down. They are quite willing though 
of negotiating endlessly on this and 
other issues, if in the process they 
can reduce our preparedness. 

From our own observation and 
experiences, I know the only thing 
the Russian understands is ‘‘force’’! 
Any sign of weakness or vacilla- 
tion is an open invitation to further 
aggression by them.

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26 ‘Welfare’ Years 

Social security amendments—one of Presi- 
‘ dent Kennedy’s first victories in Congress— 
go into effect Tuesday, which is two weeks 
short of the twenty-sixth anniversary of the 
Sociat Security Act. This is the nation’s basic 
welfare law. In a quarter-century even the 
critics of “‘welfare statism” have seldom at- 
tacked it 

It is, of course, logically difficult to assess 
insurance as some kind of welfare hand-out, 
and old age insurance was the most important 
innovation back in 1935. Yet even then, when 
the House argued over other details, there 
was only brief debate on the insurance plan. 
The Republican minority voted almost solidly 
against this feature at one point, but turned 
around to help produce 92 per cent majorities 
for the whole package. 

In the midst of depression, nobody wanted 
to stand too strongly against the New Deal 
enthusiasm, but it is important to note that 
nobody has stood very strongly against social 
security at any time since then. Coverage has 
been expanded regularly under Congresses 
and Administrations of either party. 

Of the latest changes, the most contro- 
versial lowers the voluntary retirement age 
for men from 65 to 62 years, which.is the 
present age for women. By retiring earlier, 
however, the male worker pays a penalty of 
up to 20 per cent of his monthly benefit 
checks depending on retirement age. 

Some Republican Congressmen objected 
that this provision would encourage com- 
pulsory retirement at 62. But the reason for 
adopting it was almost the reverse—that our 
automated industrial society was already dis- 
placing older men and the plight of the aged 
unemployed was critical. In short, many men 
of 62 years need the benefits; it may be 
nearly the only income they can count on. 

Another new provision raises the minimum 
benefit from $33 to $40 a month, which is a 
modest recognition of what has happened to 
the cost of living. The average benefit for a 
retired worker alone now is about $78. 

. * . 

In addition, the changes permit a retired 
person to earn slightly more income by pri- 
vate endeavor in proportion to his social 
security penalties. He can earn up to $1200 
without penalty; from $1200 to $1700 he will 
be penalized 50 cents of his benefits for every 
dollar privately earned; he will be penalized 
one dollar of benefits for every dollar earned 
above $1700. 

As witness of how times have changed, in 
1935 a beneficiary was allowed no earnings 
from regular employment. Social security 
was regarded as a floor for the helpless to 
rest upon; if they could get off it by them- 
selves, they got no federal help in those de- 
pression years. 

Today, social security is no longer viewed 
as a depression reform and no longer can be. 
It has to be fitted to a time of general pros- 
perity modified by pockets of neglect, and it 
has to be fitted to everybody. It almost has 
been. For in 1935, only 25,000,000 workers 
were covered under the various sides of the 
welfare umbrella. On Tuesday the figure will 
jump to 122,000,000. That is a good share of 
the American people. 


Misplaced Concern 

Supervisor McNary’s ‘“‘concern” over the 
financial needs of the County Police Depart- 
ment would enjoy a more legitimate basis if 
he himself had done all he could to provide 
the department with what he thinks it needs. 
That he did not do. Fer the final budget he 
requested $1,088,586 for police purposes; the 
Council gave him all of that plus an additional 
$24,906. But Mr. McNary also could have 
asked for a 2-cent rise in the county levy for 
general revenue, from which the police are 
financed. That would have brought the rate 
to the 35-cent constitutional ceiling and pro- 
duced another $300,000 or so for the police, 
or about a third more than the department 
actually is going to get. So if Mr. McNary be- 
lieves the County Police are under-financed, 
he has nobody to blame but himself. 


Defense and Vested Inierests 

Loosening of the purse strings to strengthen 
national defense should be accompanied by a 
tightening up on wasteful expenditures and 
careless practices. As President Kennedy 
said in his message last Tuesday, ‘‘We must 
keep down all expenditures not thoroughly 
justified.” 

Another and more explicit warning in this 
direction was given by President. Eisenhower 
just three days before he left office. He said, 
‘We must guard against the acquisition of un- 
warranted influence, whether sought or un- 
sought, by the military-industrial complex.” 
He certainly knew whereof he spoke for dur- 
ing his eight years in officg more than 350 
billions were spent for defense and the ques- 
tion of “influence” held much attention. 

The economic stakes in defense spending 
are high. In the 1960 appropriations, every 
state shared, from California with $4,800,000.- 
000 to North Dakota with $8,683,000. In Los 
Angeles, more than half the jobs come from 
defense business. One hundred of the na- 
tion’s biggest companies do 15 billion dollars’ 
worth of annual business with the Pentagon. 

So the obsolescence of a weapons system 
does not mean that those with a stake in it 
will give it up without a fight. Military lead- 
ers and defense contractors often are mutual- 
ly supporting. Some contractors finance a va- 
riety of organizations that are efficient lobby- 
ists for the services and their own interests. 
The contractors naturally take an avid inter- 
est in any prospective new weapon. 

There are many Congressmen whose inter- 
est in their districts appears to be greater 
than their interest in the larger aspects of 
national defense. This is apparent in some 
areas where aircraft and missile factories 
predominate. It is no accident that Georgia, 
home of Carl Vinson, who long has headed the 
House Armed Services Committee, and Rich- 
ard Russell; who heads the Senate Armed 
Services Committee, has a score of military 
installations and one of the biggest aircraft 
plants. 

A Congressman is interested in every one 
of the 6700 military installations in the United 
States, as was shown last March when Defense 
Secretary McNamara issued a list of 52 such 
installations which were ordered closed be- 
cause they. long ago had outlived their useful- 
ness. Senators and Representatives conducted 
strong campaigns to save nearly all of the 
doomed 52. None has yet been completely 

shut down, And nothing further has been 
heard from the Pentagon concerning the addi- 
tional shutdowns which were to be submitted 
to Mr. McNamara by August. 

Secretary McNamara will face a critical test 
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of his ability to hold the line against military 
waste when he reaches the show-down on 
these obsolete bases. Can he résist local pres- 
sure to save the 52 already designated, and 
can he proceed to expgnd the program as 
previously planned? #$~* 


No Time to Spurn the*U.N. 


Since the U.N. Security Council was un- 
able to agree on a course of action in con- 
nection with the French-Tunisian crisis, the 
issue probably will be carried to an emer- 
gency meeting of the U.N. Assembly. This 
would give virtually every government in the 
world a voice in the debate. 

Certainly it would have been better if the 
French and Tunisians had found the calm in 
which to settle their dispute between them- 
selves. That would have precluded its ex- 
ploitation hy the Communists who as always 
have their own special axe to grind. And it 
would have prevented a further inflammation 
of the African and Asian bloc, almost surely 
at the expense of the West. 

These unhappy complications were re- 
flected in the quick rejection of the three 
resolutions offered Saturday in the Security 
Council for the bolstering of cease-fire in 
Bizerte. No veto was invottiha since none of 
the resolutions commanded a majority, but 
one was threatened by Russia. és 

Much of the irritation was occasioned by 
efforts to hold France primarily responsible. 
Undoubtedly this was enhanced by the French 
snub to Secretary General Hammarskjold dur- 
ing his hurried trip to Tunis, and the refusal 
to receive him in France. And matters were 
not improved by the French refusal to partici- 
pate in the Security Council debate. 

France’s unco-operative attitude, of course, 
makes matters even more difficult for her 
NATO allies, faced as they are by a- possible 
show-down on Berlin in which Western soli- 
darity is essential. The move for an emer- 
gency meeting of the Assembly was started 
by Liberia after the Council reached its im- 
passe. A majority of the 99 U.N. members 
must join in the request to have such a meet- 
ing called. Yet this seems assured since not 
even governments friendly to France can well 
oppose it; nor should they. 

This does not mean leapmg to the con- 
clusion that the French are guilty as charged, 
Nor does it involve hostility toward them. 
[t simply means recognition of the U.N. re- 
sponsibility to preserve peace. 

The De Gaulle regime may be as opposed 
to a debate in the Assembly as it was aloof 
from the proceedings in the Council. Yet its 


desires would not deprive the other govern-., 


ments of their freedom of decision even in a 
critical stage of the cold war. If the United 
States, Britain and others were to surrender 
their rights and their initiative, their position 
would become even more difficult. Undoubt- 
edly they would be denounced as pawns of 
France, and their influence would decline 
proportionately. 

Their best hope is to use that influence in 
Paris—to attempt to induce France to follow 
a course of reason, to come to terms with the 
Tunisians or to make its case before the As- 
sembly. | 


Project Mercury Shortcomings 

In the wake of the successful suborbital 
flight of Astronaut Virgil Grissom in the 
Liberty Bell 7 capsule, three operational short- 
comings have come to light. (1) The helicopter 
assigned to lift the capsule lacked power to do 
so after the capsule filled with sea water. Had 
Navy provided a more powerful helicopter, 
the capsule could have been lifted. (2) The 
escape hatch blew off prematurely. This still 
is unexplained. (3) Water entered Grissom’s 
space suit which had been described as water- 
tight. Successful as the flight was, it now is 
clear that some loose ends need to be tight- 
ened. They should be before the next astro- 
naut goes aloft. 


The Coming Bill for Sewers 


Voters in St. Louis and St. Louis county can 
expect to be hearing a good deal about pollu- 
tion abatement in the gext year or so. The 
Metropolitan St. Louis Sewer District in effect 
is under federal orders to quit polluting the 
Mississippi. To comply with Washington’s 
wishes may cost taxpayers here something 
like $105,000,000. 

The expenditure can’t very well be avoided, 
given the Federal Government’s determination 
to see that the river is cleaned up. Treatment 
plants, pumping stations and collecting sew- 
ers of the size necessary to serve the metro- 
politan watershed do not come cheap. 

Consequently the only valid issue now is the 
means by which the money will be raised and 
then paid back. A consulting engineering firm 
employed by the Sewer District recommends 
the use of general obligation or revenue bonds 
or a combination of the two. General obliga- 
tion bonds are probably the most economical, 
since the debt they represent must be paid 
back in 20 years as against 30 for revenue 
bonds, with a consequent saving in interest. 
But it takes a two-thirds (66 per cent) majori- 
ty to approve such a borrowing as against only 
four-sevenths (57 per cent) for revenue bonds. 

Under the general obligation route the cost 
to the owner of a small home would run about 
$14.40 a year—or about 220 per cent more 
than he presently pays in fees and property 
taxes for sewer service. If that sum were 
raised solely from a tax on property the indi- 
cated levy would run to about 35 cents on 
the $100, a sizable item indeed. 

The report of the consulting engineers now 
goes to a citizens committee for further study; 
ultimately the citizens will recommend a fi- 
nancing plan to the Sewer Trustees. We hope 
the citizens will carefully canvass the alterna- 
tives, solicit advice from community and offi- 
cial leaders in city and county and hold pub- 
lic hearings. The aim should be to produce a 
borrowing method that is economical and 
practical, and particularly a scheme for debt 
repayment that is fair to all segments of the 
community.

The Parisian House of Dior has introduced 
its new line of dresses as series “Charm 62.” 
What provides the charm for 1962? These 
creations, a Paris report says, are “figure- 
hugging” right down to the knee, and show 
only a sliver of that.

Two great illusions have obscured 
for France the true nature of the Al- 
gerian problem.

Containment as a general principle

of policy derives from a dual misunder- 


standing. It misunderstands what made 
containment successful in Europe, and 
it misunderstands the’ nature of the 
threat containment is supposed to meet 
outside Europe. The Soviet Union has 
never been contained in Europe by the 
military forces which NATO could mus- 
ter in Europe itself. The Soviet Union 
has been contained by one thing and 
one thing alone: the nuclear power of 
the United States. 


Nature of Communist Threat 


Mr. Dulles bears the responsibility 
of collecting allies and clients at the 
periphery of the Sino-Soviet empire in 
order to build up their conventional 
military forces. Laos is part of that 
collection. However, the primary threat 
Communism presents outside Europe 
is not military but consists in political 
penetration and subversion and the use 
of foreign aid and trade as _ instru- 
ments of an expansionist foreign policy. 

When the French pulled out of Laos, 
they were replaced by American mili- 
tary personnel in civilian clothes. This 
personnel tried to create a ‘‘modern”’ 
Laotian army. Its effort was supported 
by a total of $310,000,000 in foreign aid. 
The infusion of such an amount of 
money into a poor economy, whose an- 
nual consumptive capacity was esti- 
mated at $24,000,000, thoroughly cor- 
rupted the Laotian elite and created the 
very conditions of conspicuous con- 
sumption, demoralization, and popular 
dissatisfaction, upon which Communism 
feeds. Our economic aid to Laos has 
been marked by inefficiency, incompe- 
tence, and large-scale corruption on the 
part of our officials and American 
contractors. . 

Laos remained for all practical pur- 
poses divided between the Pathet Lao 
and the royal government under Prince 
Souvanna Phouma. The high point of 
friendly co-operation was reached in 
1958 when the Pathet Lao joined’ the 
royal government. At this point the 
tenuous fabric of Laotian politics came 
apart. 

The United States withdrew its aid 
from the new government and brought 
about its downfall. It shifted its sup- 
port from Prince Souvanna- Phouma, 
whose policies had been pro-Western in 
fact and neutralist in aspiration, to a

What has happened in Laos has hap- 
pened before and will happen again un- 
less the underlying disorder in our 
thinking is removed. ° It happened be- 
fore in China when we. put our bets 
upon the most inefficient, corrupt, and 
unpopular group. The same pattern 
has emerged in South Vietnam and is 
in the process of emerging in Spain. 

The United States has no longer any 
freedom of action once this polarization 
takes place. Yet it bears the responsi- 
bility of supporting those groups whose 
anti-Communism seemed to be the 
most reliable and effective because 
they appeared to be most firmly 
committed to the defense of the status 
quo and most ruthless in that defense.

A policy of military containment out- 
side Europe is self-defeating in that it 
is a powerful factor in the expansion 
of what it intends to contain.

When Facts Come to Light 


It is disturbing that a policy which 
has such fateful implications is being 
pursued without an obvious regard for 
these implications. The very folly of 
trying to transform Laos into an Amer- 
ican military stronghold at the borders 
of China without anticipating a reac- 
tion from across the border, points to 
a collective loss of the sense of reality. 

The great mass of our people live in 
virtually total ignorance of the reali- 
ties of the situation in Asia. Here 
looms the prospect of another catastro- 
phe. Nobody in authority has told us 
how radically the bi-polarity of nuclear 
weapons has affected the position of 
the United States, and what changes 
in our thinking and actions are neces- 
sary to cope with the new conditions. 

How will the American people react 
when they come face to face with the 
facts of life, not by way of a reasoned 
and authoritative presentation but 
through the unintelligible experience of 
piecemeal reverses? The memory of 
McCarthyism should give us warning; 


. and so should the political and moral 


devastation which France is suffering 
in consequence of its Algerian illusions.

NO LATITUDE FOR ERROR, by Sir 
Edmund Hillary. (Dutton, 255 pgs., 
$5.50.) 


The conqueror of Mount Everest 
gives in this book an account of the 
second of his great adventures: the 
expedition to the South Pole in 1957-58. 
The expedition has become known as 
the Trans-Antarctic Expedition which 
was headed by Sir Vivian Fuchs. Hil- 
lary’s New Zealand group had original- 
ly been assigned the task of setting up 
supply depots for the Fuchs party 
which was to cross Antarctica by way 
of the South Pole, 

‘As it turned out, the Fuchs party fell 
behind schedule, and Hillary decided 
to continue his trek to the pole. Fuchs 
eventually also made it, and the two 
parties had a joyous reunion. 

Hillary describes in detail—so much 
detail, in fact, that the reader soon 
loses all orientation—how his expedi- 
tion drove over the treacherous icy 
wastes of Antarctica pulled by simple 
farm tractors which had a habit of 
breaking down almost continually but, 


thanks to the persistent efforts of @ 
few determined mechanics, completed 
the journey. The greatest obstacies en- 
countered by the expedition were the 
many crevasses which swallowed up 
many a tractor. Miraculously, they 
could retrieve most of them, and never 
had any loss of life. 

That the party reached the South 
Pole is all the more astonishing as Hil- 
lary’s bubble sextant became unrelia- 
ble in that the bubble grew larger as 
the liquid surrounding it escaped and 
evaporated. Sometimes, the members 
of the party felt they were wandering 
around aimlessly and that there was 
‘‘no latitude for error.” However, they 
arrived despite this handicap. 

The expedition surveyed many thovu- 
sands of square miles of new territory 
stretching from the Mawson Glacier 
in the north to the Queen Alexandra 
Range 500 miles to the south. 

A book by another member of the 
expedition, ‘From Everest to the South 
Pole,” by George Lowe, was reviewed 
in this space on March 6, 1961.

The President does not accept 
this thesis, and it is neither his 
desire nor in his political inter- 
est to be forced into the Repub- 
lican mold. 


Dirksen’s Problems. 


It was noticeable that Senate 
Democratic leader Mike Mans- 
field, normally so mild, replied 
quickly and strongly that the 
Kennedy proposals were neces- 
sary parts of the strong econ- 
omy needed to support foreign 
policy. 

It is not a very well kept se- 
cret that Halleck, who has had 
so much luck in the House with 
a conservative coalition, thinks 
Dirksen could do more in the 
Senate toward re-forming the old 
alliance between Republicans and 
Southern conservatives.

Ramon Lopez remembered the 
first All-Star Game played in 
Boston. The year was 1936. 
a cs The place was 
Braves. Field, 
where the Na- 
tional League 
scored its first 
victory in four 
tries, 4-3. 
Before the 
game, Lopez 
recalled, Man- 
ager Charley 
Grimm and his 
coaches went 
Broeg over the Amer- 
ican League power hitters in 
a clubhouse meeting. Each 
time a name was brought up 
—Gehrig or Greenberg, Foxx 
or DiMaggio, Cronin or Dickey 
—the intelligence was the 
same: 
“Throw ’im curve balls and 
slow breaking stuff.’’ 


Lopez smiled. ‘Just then,” 
he said, “Jimmy Wilson, ! 
think it was, spoke up and 
asked, ‘who's starting for 
us?’” 

Grimm replied, ‘‘Dizzy.”’ 

Wilson scoffed. ‘‘Here we're 
wasting our time talking about 
curves and slow breaking 
stuff when it’s going to be 
Dean.” 

Diz powdered his fast ball 
so hard for three innings, 
Lopez related, that he actually 
lacked his usual sharp con- 
trol, but his speed completely 
handcuffed the American 
League sluggers. 

‘And before the game,” Al 
said merrily, “‘Dean had been 
complaining that he had a 
headache, back ache, belly 
ache. He was the healthiest 
sick man I—or the American 
League—ever saw.”’ 


St. Louis Boys 


Baseball’s most successful 
manager—in 13 seasons the 
lowest he ever finished was 
third last year—Lopez is learn- 
ing now how the other half 
lives, the half that loses more 
often than it wins. His White 
Sox, older than the Supreme 
Court, have struggled up from 
tenth to fifth place, but, in the 
words of the late poet of Tin 
Pan Alley, Oscar Hammer- 
stein, they’ve gone about as 
far as they can go. 

Of the three St. Louis boys 
who wear Chisox colors, only 
Roy Sievers is having a strong 
season. For Al Smith, hitting 
.275 after a .315 season in 
1960, and Frank Baumann, the 
American Leagtie leader with 
a 2.68 ERA and 13-6 record 
last time, this has been a year 
of struggle. 

Baumann, pulling himself 
back up to .500, beat the Red 
Sox in the opener of yester- 
day’s doubleheader at Fenway 
Park, 4-2, bringing his record 
to 8-8. But the bonus beauty, 
doing double duty starting and 
relieving, is saddled with a 
5.50 ERA. 

Sievers, hitting a solid .313 
with 22 homers, has one trou- 
ble other than he’s not twins. 
He’s still inclined to be hurt. 
The injury-prone 34-year-old 
slugger, who battled back 
from major shoulder surgery 
to set a Washington home run 
record and close in on the 
Chisox’s, pulled al eg muscle 
recently—by stumbling across 
the pitcher’s mound. 

Coach Don Gutteridge kidded 
him. ‘Careful crossing the 
foul line, Roy,” quipped Gut- 
teridge, ‘‘that lime is a quar- 
ter-inch high.’ 


‘Al for Governor’ 


Lopez, despite his Latin 
blood, has learned to control 
his emotion, though he babies 
a nervous stomach by by-pass- 
ing the highly seasoned foods 
favored by his forebears and 
eating as carefully as if an 
ulcer lurked one X-ray around 
the corner, 

‘“T don’t let off steam too 


often,” he said, “and when I | 


do, I try to keep it impersonal. 
Respect is an important thing 
to a manager, maybe next to 
controlling himself and his 
players.”’ 

Lopez could be considered an 
authority on managerial make- 
up and methods. The 53-year- 
old senor from Tampa’s Ybor 
City caught more games in 17 
years than any major leaguer 
before or since. And, as men- 
tioned, in 12 years his teams 
always ran 1-2 until last year. 

Lopez feels he learned from 
the managers for whom he 
played—how to handle pitchers 
from Bill McKechnie, how to 
teach young players from 
Casey Stengel and from Frank 
Frisch how to manipulate to 
keep his best pinch-hitter for 
the right moment. 

‘From Uncle Robby (Wilbert 
Robinson) at Brooklyn, I 
learned the value of having 
players’ respect,” he explained. 
“One thing, though I like to be 
liked by my players, I’ve never 
tried as hard as Uncle Robby 
would.’ 

Lopez doesn’t have to worry. 
He's liked, all right. Between 
games of yesterday’s double- 
header, for instance, the state 
of Connecticut gave the Chi- 
cago manager from Florida a 
ailver tray. The senor doesn’t 
even eat nutmeg.

A metric 
ton is 2205 pounds 


Adding to the surprise of this 
ambitious goal is the fact that 
in a speech last January Pre- 
mier Khrushchev indicated his 
intention of tapering off the rate 
of increase in steel production. 


Asserting that steel production 
was ahead of the goals of the 
seven-year plan, the Premier 
said 


“At the moment we will not 
carry out a policy of developing 
ferrous metallurgy to the abso- 
lute limit. We will switch over 
part of the capital investment 


into argiculture and into light | 


industry. It is impossible to 


build Communism by offering | 


people only machines and fer- 
rous and non-ferrous metals.” 


THE ISSUE involved in these 
departures from earlier fore- 
casts of Soviet policy by Khursh- 
chev is a sensitive one. In late 
1954 and early 1955, former Pre- 
mier Georgi M. Malenkov was 
defeated by Khrushchev on pre- 
cisely this issue. 

Malenkov maintained that 
consumer goods could be given 
higher priority because heavy 
industry had been built up ade- 
quately. Khrushchev then held 
out for continued heavy indus- 
trial emphasis. The possibility 
arises that Khrushchev, who re- 
cently had moved far toward 
the Malenkov position, may have 
been defeated similarly on the 
issue. 

The extremely ambitious na- 
ture of the steel target is indi- 
cated by the fact that it would 
require an average annual in- 
crease of 9,000,000 metric tons 
in Soviet steel output in the next

The 
cause of many a damp and 
musty smelling house is to be 
found in the soil around it. 

We can usually correct this 
problem without too much 

fort. If grading is at fault, 
get some topsoil and fill in any

low spots where water might 
collect. The idea is to have the 
ground around the house slope 
downward and away from the 
house for a distance of eight 
feet or more. When this js not 
feasible, a concrete apron 
around the house pitched so that 
water will flow off it is effec- 
tive. Be sure, however, that the 
seam between concrete apron 
and foundation is filled either 
with tar or caulking compound 
so that water can’t get in.

The whole effort 
seems to be to make the 
first-class passenger feel 
he is loved more than the 
economy -fare passenger; 
$200 worth to be exact. 
The manual emphasizes 
that it is the duty of the 
reservation clerk to find 
ART BUCHWALD out the passenger's title 
and business connection, 
as well as what he prefers as an entree on the flight. This 
information is passed on to the purser as follows:

In this way the purser can give each passenger the per- 
sonal touch, as well as serve him the right dish. 


Also, reservation clerks must check a first-class 
passenger’s passport, and if the passenger happens to 
be flying on his birthday the purser is immediately 
notified. In flight the passenger is then presented with 
a vanilla-iced two-layer birthday cake five inches in 
diameter and three inches high with the inscription 
“Best Wishes” and a three-inch birthday candle on top. 


Each first-class passenger receives an overnight bag when 
he checks in and, according to the manual, ‘“‘under no cir- 
cumstances will a Royal Ambassador passenger be kept 
standing in line while a controversy takes place at the head 
of the line.” 

To make the first-class passenger feel better, he will not 
have to check in at the same counter as the economy-class 
passenger, and his baggage will, of course, be segregated with 
baggage of people of his own class. 

First-class passengers will also be permitted to wait in 
the VIP room until plane time and TWA personnel are cau- 
tioned to escort passengers in a “‘leisurely’’ manner to the 
@irplane. The worst thing you can do is rush a first-class 
passenger to a plane. 


When the first-class passengers arrive at the plane, 
they will proceed up a ramp which will have an arch 
over it and five flags placed in holders at the top of 
the arch. Their hand luggage will be carried aboard 
by a passenger representative, and the purser and 
stewardesses will greet them “with sincere cordiality 
and they will be addressed by name whenever possi- 
ble during the flight.” 


Each seat will have the name of the passenger on it so 
he won’t have any difficulty finding it. 

On arrival, first-class passengers will. be escorted per- 
sonally to customs, and there is a good chance their luggage 
will be off the plane first. 

That’s about all they can do for you in first class, and it’s 
up to each person to decide if this treatment is worth the 
extra money. As for ourself, the fact that you don’t have to 
stand waiting while a controversy takes place up at the head 
of the line is worth the $200, particularly if it’s on our 
birthday.

Fight on Corruption That Won Pulitzer Prize 


How Phone Calls to Amarillo Editor Led to Resignation of County Judge, Broke Up Underworld ‘Combine’ 


Organized gambling was easy 
to find in Amarillo, Tex., until 
a series of stories in the Ama- 
rillo Globe-Times lifted the lid 
on a political scandal that re- 
sulted in clearing out of “‘the 
Combine.” The stories won 
for the Globe-Times and its 
editor a Pulitzer prize. How 
they began with two telephone 
calls, and ended with the news- 
paper being cited for its cour- 
age, is told in the following 
dispatch.

AMARILLO, Tex., 

July 31 (UPI). 

THE MAN ON THE TELE- 
PHONE was. scared. He was 
gambling with death for a life. .. 
His own 

Thomas Hazzard Thompson, 
editor of the Amarillo Globe- 
Times, had no idea when he 
picked up the receiver that this 
was the first of two telephone 
calls that would lift the lid on a 
political scandal and rock the 
city to its roots ... and help 
sweep the organized underworld 
out of Amarillo 

Nor did he realize it would 
bring him and his newspaper the 
Pulitzer prize for public service. 

The only thing he realized as 
he strained to hear the voice 
over the muffled sound, of tele- 
types and typewriters was that 
the man was frightened. 

“‘Listen,”’ the man said ie 
want to talk to you. They'd 
shoot me down like a dog if they 
knew I had called you.” 

Thompson put the receiver 
down and stepped into the office 
of the late Fred Post, then man- 
aging editor. 

“I’m going out to a beer tav- 
ern , . . to meet a fellow who 
says he has the low down on 
skullduggery in the courthouse,” 
Thompson said. “If I’m not back 
in half an hour, somebody needs 
to come looking for me.” 

Thompson, 52, slender and six 
feet tall. later said, “I’m no 
hero, and I'm the first to admit 
nt.” 

Though he had a few qualms 
about the meeting he firmly be- 
lieves the words of Gene Howe, 
founder and later publisher of 
the paper. Howe’s motto is 
carved in stone above the en- 
trance of the Globe-Times’ mod- 
ern plant: “A newspaper may 
be forgiven for lack of wisdom 
but never for lack of courage.” 


Thompson kept his date. 

Amarillo, wind-swept, hot in 
the day and cool at nights, strad- 
dies the line between Randall 
and Potter counties. They. call 
it the ‘queen city of the Pan- 
handle” here in northwest Texas. 
It has 137,000 residents. 

Roy Joe Stevens lived in the 
Randall side of Amarillo. He 
was county judge. Short, wiry, 
usually smoking a fat cigar, he 
was 36 years old and had bossed 
Randall county for four years. 
He had just been elected to his 
second term. 

In the Potter county section of 
Amarillo, he had a law office 
and a growing reputation as a 
criminal lawyer. But Stevens 
was in trouble. 


Stevens was serving as at- 
torney for Nick Bargas, a rail- 
road worker accused of killing 
an insurance salesman. The 
brother of one of the prospec- 
tive jurors for the Bargas trial 
had charged that Judge Ste- 
vens had conspired to bribe 
the juror. 


The brother, Hubert C. Heard, 
said that Dale West, a tavern 
manager acting for Stevens, had 
tried to bribe him and his 
brother, Donald. A new trial was 
ordered. Stevens was indicted 
on a charge of conspiracy to 
bribe a juror. 

James Chandonnet, a pudgy 
private detective, worked for 
Judge Stevens. Stevens called 
him to his office, and allegedly 
handed him two twenties and a 
$10 bill and told him to get out 
of town. 

Chandonnet testified later that 
he objected. 

“Why should I leave town, I 
haven’t done anything.” 

‘“‘Because things are getting too 
hot,”” he said Stevens answered. 
‘You are the only one who can 
connect me with West.” 

Chandonnet took his wife and 
their small daughter to a nearby 
town. But he began thinking. If 
he was that much of a threat his 
own life might be in danger. 
Chandonnet drove back to 
Amarillo, went to a bar and 
called Thompson. 

‘You are the only one I can 
trust, and I need help,”’ Chan- 
donnet said. The words came 
hard at first, then in a flood. 
Thompson was amazed. 


Chandonnet said Judge 
Stevens was involved in prosti- 
tution, narcotics, gambling, 
conspiracy to murder. He ac- 
cused Stevens of setting up an 
alliance between the under- 
world and local government of- 
ficials, of bribery and even 
trying to set up a hideaway for 
fugitives. 


He said he had to turn to 
Thompson because he felt he 
could expect no help from city 
or county authorities. 

Chandonnet gave names, not 
only of city and county officials, 
but state agents stationed in the 
Amarillo area. 

John Masterson, an athletic 
looking reporter, was assigned to 
handle the story with Don Boyett, 
husky courthouse reporter who 
became managing editor early 
this year. They questiened peo- 
ple, dug into records, followed 
every lead. 

“When Chandonnet came to 
Tommy, some of us were really 
unhappy because we knew some-

thing was going on, but he would 
not tell us,’’ Masterson said. 

“He directed behind 
scenes. We knew nothing 
him, just wrote the 
they developed.”’ 

Thompson had been critical of 
Judge Stevens for more than a 
year. In his daily column, 
‘“‘Turnstile,”” he took the judge 
to task for being away from 
his office frequently and for 
passing out driver’s licenses 
wholesale to 14-year~lds. 

“What really shook me, I sup- 
pose, was when Chandonnet told 
me he had been hired to tap my 
telephone,’’ Thompson said. ‘He 
said Roy Joe (Stevens) thought 
I knew more than | did, When 
somebody's tapping your phone, 
it makes you come to a bit.”’ 

Thompson went to S. B. Whit- 
tenburg, publisher, and laid out 
what Chandonnet had told him. 
Then they both talked to Chan- 
donnet again, Whittenburg gave 
Thompson a green light and a 
blank check. 

“We were treading on thin 
eggshells of libel all along, but 
the Whittenburgs are not scared 
of anything,’’ Thompson said.

‘Mr. Whittenburg told us 
that expense didn’t matter. 
And we had to spend thou- 
sands, checking this and that 
out, maintaining people in 
hotels and motels.”’ 

Chandonnet and his family 
were hidden in a motel in 
Pampa, Tex. When he was 
taken back and forth to testify 
before the grand jury, the 
newspaper’s two-way radio 
controlled delivery trucks were 
used. And there were armed 
guards, just in case. 


The grand jury indicted Judge 
Stevens on a charge of trying to 
bribe a juror. 

Thompson and the newspaper 
lost the first round. The trial 
was held in Wichita Falls, Tex., 
on a change of venue. 

Stevens was acquitted. When 
he was cleared, he put his hands 
to his face, choked back sobs, 
and said: 

“I hope this makes me a bet- 
ter man and a better lawyer. 

. My faith in the American 
system of justice has been re- 
newed. ... 

The prosecution was handled 
by District Attorney Wayne Bag- 
ley, who had been a classmate 
of Stevens at Baylor University 
law school. The trial boiled down 
to Chandonnet’s word against 
that of Judge Stevens. 

Shuford Farmer, a one-armed 
criminal lawyer from Waco, 
Tex., defended Stevens. In court, 
he called Thompson an “edu- 
cated fool.’”’ 

“When I got back to Amarillo, 
people would stop me on the 
street and say, ‘I didn’t know 
you were educated,’ ’’ Thompson 
said. 

But Thompson,did not believe 
the game was lost. Neither did 
Masterson. Several months 
later, on Dec. 7, 1959, Thomp- 
son got the second telephone 
call. It was from a woman, the 
wife of gambler Lester Davis. 


“She said she wanted me to 
help her get a peace bond, be- 
cause she was afraid Lester 
was going to kill her,”” Thomp- 
son said. “I suggested she 
call the county attorney, Lon 
Moser. A few minutes later, 
she called back and said he 
felt since it was Sunday, there 
was nothing that couldn’t wait 
until] the next day. She was 
scared... .” | 

Thompson met with her and 
her attorney, Frank Baugh- 
man. Mrs. Davis told of her 
husband’s gambling activities, 
payoffs to sheriff’s deputies, It 
all fitted in with Chandonnet’s 
story. 


Chandonnet then was living in 
one of several houses Thompson 
owns. 

“The question was what to do 
with the information,’”’ Thomp- 
son said. “I remember the bit- 
ter taste of disappointment fol- 
lowing the trial and acquittal in 
Wichita Falls, In my opinion,

“I’ve been charged with prac- 
tically every felony there is in 
the penal code of the state of 
Texas,””’ Judge Stevens com- 


mented. When called to the 


stand, he denied all charges, or | 


said he could not remember. 


Miller had shot and killed his | 


wife in a fit of anger. He vol- 
unteered to testify against his 
former boss. He obviously hoped 
to get help in his murder trial. 

He testified Stevens visited 
him in jail and warned him if 
he went before the committee, 
the judge would either ‘“‘see me 
get the chair ... or there are 
guys that can be hired at Hunts- 
ville (state prison) to do the 
job.” 

(Thompson later wrote the 
warden at Huntsville and urged 
him to consider Miller as in 
danger during his life term be- 
cause of his testimony.) 

The hearings closed. The fol- 
lowing night Stevens resigned as 
judge of Randall county. He 
subsequently was disbarred in 
Texas, moved to Albuquerque, 
N.M., and took a job as a clerk 
in a law office.

They simply 
cannot expect any other person, or any pill, or any 
treatment, to do it all. They must WANT to succeed. 


DEAR DR. MOLNER: My doctor prescribed phenobarbital 
because I was very nervous, but then I was told that the pills 
make you mean, etc., so I haven’t taken any for six or eight 
weeks. I am very nervous and feel crabby. Should I take them 
again? M. C, 


Phenobarbital should be taken in suitably small 
doses, but it doesn’t “make you mean.” After your 
recent experience, don’t you think your doctor knew 
what he was doing better than whoever it was who 
gave you that misinformation? 


NOTE TO A. E.: There are surgeons doing heart opera- 
tions in every big medical center, and in some smaller cities— 
but myocardial infarction is ot one of the things for which 
surgery is commonly done. Therefore don’t go racing off 
to a medical center. Find out from your own doctor first 
whether your case is one that might be helped by surgery.
